The murder case, in which Le Pak Wong 
and Le Kat Son were charged with the 
murder of ‘Chang Asam, & atone merchant, 
at, or near, Tai Wan on the 4th inat., 
remauded irom Friday last, Was again | 
brought on to-day, Prisoner was defended 
by Mr H, L, Dennys. 

Lam Akiu, widow of deceased, stated; To 
the best of my belie? deceased mot his 
death.on the 4th inet. He was a stone 
merchant. We lived together in a village 
named Tai Wan in British Kowloon. I 
saw m° husband Jast alive on the second 
day fifth moon (Juno 21st) about day- 
break. He was going on board a steam. 
ferry boat at Hong Ham, bound fur Bong. 
kong. He intended proceeding to Canton 
to sell two junk loads of stonea, which 
he had previousty gent there. He was 
expected back about the fifleenth day of 
the fifth moon (May 4th), I never saw 
him alive after he left for Canton, 
One of the men employed on board my 
husband’s junk, called at my house on the 
morning ofthe 16th day fifth moon (6th 
July) asking for my husband. From what 
he said, [ got.alarmed. Four days after- 
wards, on the 20th day, 5th moon (9th July) 
I went to Kowloon City to consult a for- 
tune teller, who told me that my husband 
had been murdered. Ithen returned home. 
L afterwards went to Hung Ham to-look

vine, about two li (1200 yards) from home,

‘I called my nephew, and we examined the 


things found. I identified them as ‘be- 
longing to my husband. Some of the 
scalp was attached to the queue, My 
nephew took the thiggs to‘ the Hung 
Ham Station and made.a report, A 
European constable accompanied us to 
where the things had been found and die- 
covered a freshly-filled grave on the hill- 
side about ten feet distant.
